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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-10, 35, 62-62 & 68 in the reply 
filed on 1 1 September 2006 are acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that it 
hasn't been proven the inventions are independent and distinct, the search as a whole would 
not be a burden on the examiner and the criteria for which the Commissioner bases 
restriction practices is inadequate. This is not found persuasive because it has to be shown 
that the inventions or groupings are independent or distinct . (See previous office action) 
While applicant may not agree with the basis for determining a restriction requirement, the 
Commissioner as a valid tool recognizes it when multiple inventions are contained in a single 
application. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. It has been noticed claim 36 has been amended to read on claim 35 which is included 
in the elected group, this claim will be examined with Group I. 

3. Claims 1 1-34, 37-61, 64-67, 69-70 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the 
reply filed on 1 1 September 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country , before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claims 1-2, 35 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by Chang 
et al. 

Chang et al. teaches a ceramide library containing tertiary amides that read in the 
instant compounds. As shown on page 1856 are the core used to produce said amide 
derivatives. The actual compounds reading on the instant invention are shown in the Chem. 
Abstr. of the article. 

6. Claims 1-2, 10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by JP- 
05/163203. 

JP'203 teaches fatty acid containing tertiary amides that read in the instant 
compounds. The actual compounds reading on the instant invention are shown in the 
Chem. Abstr. of the publication. 

7. Claims 1-2, 35, 62-62, 68 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Shroot et al. (US Pat. 4,877,789). 

US789 teaches fatty acid containing tertiary amides that read in the instant 
compounds and their inclusion in mixtures, see cols. 1-2 & 7. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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8. Claims 3-9, 36 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
